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WATER ISSUE 

UP TONIGHT 

STOCK VOTE TO BE TAKEN 

Question of Selling the Plant to the 
Pity Will Be Decided by Stock¬ 
holders of the Company 


Whether or not the water plant 
shall be sold to the city for $96,000 
Is the question to be decided at to¬ 
night’s meeting of stockholders of the 
Sierra Madre Water Company. The 
meeting is a special one, called for 
the purpose of allowing the stock¬ 
holders to pass upon the question. A 
two-thirds vote of the stock will be 
required to authorize the sale. 

Little or no opposition to the sale 
Is heard. If the proposition falls 
through it will be because there has 
been opposition quietly at work or 
because of the indifference of stock¬ 
holders who fail to attend or send 
proxies. A large number of proxies 
have been placed in the hands of of¬ 
ficers and directors of the company 
who will vote that stock in favor of 
the sale to the city. In case the sale 
is authorized by the stockholders, the 
city trustees will proceed immediate¬ 
ly with the proposition to issue $100,- 
000 worth of municipal bonds to take 
over the plant at the price named and 
furnish a small working acpital. 

The action taken by the stockhold¬ 
ers at tonight’s meeting will not be 
final on the part of the company, but 
will have to be ratified at a later 
meeting, called in the regular man¬ 
ner. This will be held before the city 
undertakes the bond election pro¬ 
ceedings, if the contention of City At¬ 
torney Madden and Attorney Hewitt 
is sustained. 

So far no basis of charging for ir¬ 
rigating service has been reached. 
And it is not likely that the large 
stockholders would authorize the sale 
of the plant to the city until assured 
that they will be given full protection 
under the new arrangement. It is 
likely that this matter will come up 
for discussion at tonight’s meeting. 
And until the final consent of the 
stockholders to the sale is given the 
city trustees are unwilling to put the 
city to the expense of a bond elec¬ 
tion, lest the money be wasted in the 
event that the sale might later be re¬ 
pudiated by the stockholders. 

While practically all the large irri¬ 
gators are willing to see the sale car¬ 
ried out provided they are assured of 
protection, there are a few holders of 
large blocks of stock who use little 
or no watter for irrigating or any 
other purpose who seem doubtful as 
to how to vote. On the one hand 
they have a chance to convert their 
holdings into ready money at a fair 
figure. On the other hand they have 
the prospect of increasing annual as¬ 
sessments to meet the cost of mainte¬ 
nance, betterments and extensions i 
which will neecssarily follow an in- ' 
crease in population and the number j 
of domestic consumers.

IT MAKES GOOD READING

Will Be Granted Are Fully Spec¬ 
ified—Date of Sale March 12 

At last there is an antidote for the 
doubting Thomases who have said at 
every step of the way that we would 
never have gas in Sierra Madre. In 
this issue of the News the city clerk 
begins to advertise for sale a gas 
fianchise which will be disposed of 
to the highest responsible bidder. 
The date of the sale will be March 12. 

The notice of sale of franchise will 
make good reading for you when you 
can find a little idle time. It specifies 
very fully the terms of the franchise 
which will be sold and under which 
an outside corporation will be allowed 
to come into this city. 

That there will be at least two bids 
for the franchise seems assured. One 
of the bidders expects to begin work 
on the system if successful in getting 
the franchise, just as soon as the 
necessary materials can be secured 
and to be delivering gas within four 
months at the outside after securing 
the franchise. All of which sounds 
mighty good to a lot of people who 
have been wishing for fuel gas, lo, 
these many moons. 

PASADENA DEFEATS WATER 
BONDS 

Pasadena again voted on the ques¬ 
tion of municipal ownership of the 
water plants Wednesday and the 
proposition was defeated. Though 
receiving a considerable majority of 
the votes cast, the necessary two- 
thirds were not secured for the plan. 
A peculiar feature of the situation 
was the fact that there was very lit¬ 
tle professed opposition to municipal 
ownership, the opposition arising 
from persons who opposed the meth¬ 
ods of procedure outlined by the city 
administration. The problem over 
there was complicated by the exist¬ 
ence of several separate companies 
which serve different sections of the 
city. There seemed to be a general 
hope that Pasadena might secure 
Owens river water from Los Angeles 
upon completion of the aqueduct. But 
they have been informed that this 
could not be had at any price by Pas¬ 
adena unless the city owned the dis¬ 
tributing system. Apparently they 

will have to worry along with the 
present unsatisfactory conditions.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

Los Angeles consumes almost 700,- 
000 boxes of apples annually. 

Bean growers of Ventura county 
report increasing demand tor the 
limas still held in stock. 

Imperial Valley has enough home 
grown cotton seed to plant 20,000 
acres the coming season. 

Endeavor is being made in River¬ 
side county to secure the tuberculin 
test on all cows in the county. 

Arroyo Grande, San Louis Obispo 
county, will vote upon incorporation 
for that town on April 11. 

One enthusiastic Imperial Valley 
cotton grower maintains that crop 
will yet bring to the valley a million 
and a half dollars.

THE PRIMARY BUZZ-SAW 

California Weekly.—Gentlemen in 
political life hardly know what to 
make of the new' direct primary law. 
As they stand and look at it revolv¬ 
ing with a musical whirr peculiarly 
its own they are not certain whether 
its edge is toothed or not, but they 
hesitate to test, it with the finger for 
fear that it may be. The California 
primary law is not true blue all the 
way through. It was enacted by a 
legislature that did not want any di¬ 
rect primary law and one that only 
yielded to the superior force of an 
aroused public sentiment that de¬ 
manded a direct primary law of some 
sort, but had no clear idea of what 
such a primary law ought to be like. 
Something of the nature of a direct 
primary was therefore enacted, but 
it is full of hitches and hindrances 
that make against its frictionless ope¬ 
ration. That it will have to be tin¬ 
kered radically at the next session of 
the legislature everybody admits, and 
it is expected that this year’s use of 
it will show how. 

What is the essential spirit of the 
primary? 

A great deal hangs on the answer 
to this question. There are those 
who affect to believe that the spirit 
of the primary law is that, in August 
next, the men of California, Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats, will go to the 
polls and, out of the candidates who 
have volunteered to serve the people 
in official capacity, without sugges¬ 
tions from any source or leadership 
of any kind, and with no previous ef¬ 
fort from any quarter to bring out the 
best candidates that they may be im¬ 
pressed into the public service 
(against their wishes it may be), 
without any of these aids for reach¬ 
ing right conclusions, the aforesaid 
men of California will, at the primary 
election, make up for their respective 
parties the best tickets that can be 
named to be voted for at the general 
election. That, they contend, is the 
spirit of the new primary law'. It is 
no such thing. The spirit of the pri¬ 
mary contemplates that there will be 
a general public interest in naming 
the party tickets; that groups of men 
will rally around their friends and 
support their candidats ebefore 
the voters of their respec ive parties; 
that other groups of me a, being lit¬ 
tle satisfied with any of the candi¬ 
dates who have volunteered their ser¬ 
vices, will consult together and look 
about them for better men to fill such 
positions and, finding them, will per¬ 
suade them to allow their names to 
go before the voters of their party 
■and will campaign for them before 
the primary as before the final elec¬ 
tion. Some of these groups of men 
within the respective political parties 
may be small and some of them may 
be large, as in the case of the Lin- 
coln-Roosevelt Republican League. 
When primary election day comes it 
will be in the light of all this volun¬ 
tary and associated aid and leader¬ 
ship that the voters of each party 
will go into their voting booths and 
there make choice of all the sugges¬ 
tions and appeals that have been 
made to them. That, then, is the 
“spirit of the primary” and any por¬ 
tion of a political party less than the 
whole has a right and a duty to hold 
such conferences, conventions, cau¬ 
cuses (or whatever else they may 
wish to call them), as they desire for 
suggesting to the people such candi¬ 
dates as they favor.

NEW S( HOOI. HISTORIES 

According to advices from the of¬ 
fice of the state school superintend¬ 
ent, by cutting the royalty in half, 
the price to pupils of the new Cali¬ 
fornia State Series Brief History, to 
be issued next week, will be 80 cents, 
a saving of 15 cents on the former 
book. A California supplement will 
not be printed with this book as it is 
believed that proper attention can 
best be given the history of the Gold¬ 
en State by incorporating a generous 
amount of California history in the 
Introductory Text which is used by 
many pupils who leave school before 
taking up the advanced book. 

The new history is a briefer edition 
of the old one, is written by the same 
author, the historian John Bach Mc- 
Master, and the change is made be¬ 
cause a shorter and simpler book on 
United States history was demanded 
by the teachers of the state. The old 
book has been in use for more than 
six years. The new one will not be 
changed for at least eight years. 

The two books are so similar in 
style and matter that they may be 
used in class together by a skillful 
teacher. Superintendents and teach¬ 
ers are notified that they have a year 
or more in which to make the change. 
School authorities are urged to make 
changes so carefully and gradually 
that none of the old books need be 
thrown away, so that no child having 
the old book will be required to buy 
a new one.
